Home (and away) for the

packages and presents available for the taking
can be very tempting for burglars.

AValuable View

Looking Lived In

Burglars are looking for that unoccupied (but
well-stocked!) home. Even if you're 2,000
miles away visiting family, some simple steps
on your part will help make your home look
lived in, active, and a poor target for unwanted
“visitors.”

« Keepitlit! Using timers to turn on lights (set to your
normal hours of lighting usage) is the first and most
important step in discouraging a would-be burglar.

+ Noiseis good! Aradio or television set on a timerin
the background can be an excellent deterrent and
a sign that someone is home.

+ Pick up your mail and newspapers! A house
littered with newspapers on the driveway and mail
spilling out of the mailbox is a sure sign that no one
is home. Have your neighbors pick up your mail
and newspapers each day.

« Take in the garbage! \When leaving for a trip, make
arrangements with your neighbors to put away your
garbage can. An abandoned can on the curb says
to a would-be burglar that you aren’t home.
